Washington, July 13—While the long expected fall of Santiago did not take 
Place today, it is evident that the crisis has been reached. 

Within the next twenty-four hours it will either surrender or receive such a 
Ddaptism of fire as seldom falls to the lot of a besieged town. 

“If he refuses I will open on him at 12, noon, tomorrow with every 
gun I have, and have the assistance of the navy. Am ready to bombard 
the city with 13-inch shells.” 

That is the programme laid down by General Shafter, and is to be carried 
Out to the letter. Genera] Shafter is still commanding, according to the war 
departrent officials, and although dispatches have been received from Major 
General Miles signed ‘‘major general commanding,” it is said that he has not 
displaced General Shafter in direct charge of the operations, 

To Send the Spaniards Home. 

The public, in one of these telegrams from Genera] Miles, was given the first 
notice that our government had offered, in the course of the negotiaticns with Gen- 
eral Toral, to send the Spanish forces in Santiago back to Spain. <A few days 
ago it was eaid that the president would insist upon an unconditional surrender, 
but it appears that the condition has been modified as indicated by Genera] Miles. 
This was done from a desire to avoid useless Dloodshed, for General Toral’s 
army removed to Spain would be harmless to prevent our further operations in 
Cuba, and would serve as g00d a purpose as would the destruction of the Span- 
ish @fmy. To allow the Spanish géteral to withdraw to the interior and fall 
back on Havana, on the other hand, would put us under the obligation of over- 
coming that additional force when it comes to the siege of Havana, Our .govern- 
iment also is moved to make this proposition to remove the Spanish forces to 
Spain through a stfong desire to close. up the operations at Santiago at the 
earliest possible moment.

An expectation is still entertained here, how- 
ever, that this assault will be unnecessary through Toral surrendering before it 
begine.

Guaging Up the Situation. 

Londen, July 14.—The Madrid 
spondent of The Times says: 

“There is a mysterious change in the 
political atmosphere. The fresh breeze 
which set in two or three days ago in the 
direction of peace has for the moment sub- 
sided. The weather prophets tell us that 
this is a mere momentary lull, but they do 
not explain on what their expectation is 
founded. 

‘In official circles there is a correspond- 
ing change of tone. In political discussions 
the prosaic calculations relative to the 
strength of the contending forces and the 
amount of provisions at the dsposal of 
the authorities in Cuba, have been rele- 
gated to the background, and certain his- 
torical facts are discussed, beginning with 
the discovery of America and ending by 
the declaration of the American congress. 


The Reaction Is Natural. 

“This change is a natural reaction. Such 
oscillations must be expressed,beacause cer- 
tain conditions make for peace, whereas 
certain conditions would have a powerful 
influence on the Spanish mind, tending in 
the opposite direction. 

“Though some members of the cabinet 
may be giving in private conversation un- 
due prominence to the anti-peace senti- 
ment with a view of soothing patriotic sus- 
ceptibilities, it cannot be supposed that an 
experienced politician like Senor Sagasta 
or an able diplomatist like Duke Almodo- 
var de Rito, the foreign minister, who has 
displayed a remarkable grasp of the situa- 
tion as a whole, wouid drop the substance 
for the shadow. They have to decide what 
will be the most propitious moment and 
what the best technical means of initiating 
peace negotiations. 

“It is ‘mpossible to speak confidently as 
to their views or intentions, both men being 
naturally reticent. All that can be stated 
with tolerable certainty is that Senor Sa- 
gasta’s great moral influence has re-estab- 
lished tranquility in the cabinet. He is 
again firmly seated on the box and thas the

Washington, July 13.—The state depart- 
ment has been notified that the Italian

In view of the serious possibilities in- 
volved in th@ case the United States gov- 
ernment has sought to avert an immediate 
crisis.

The Cause of the Trouble. 

The Cerruti case grows out of the pollt- 
ical agitation in Colombia in 1885. At that 
time Cerruti was at the thead of a large 
company doing business in the state of 
Cauca, Colombia. During the rebellious 
period Cerruti was imprisoned by order of

After a struggle 
he was subdued and disarmed, but the 
shock was so severe that he was pros- 
trated and compelled to keep his bed for 
several days.

A Daring Escape.

Tf 
the pending peace negotiations succeed, the 
queen regent will appoint a Moret cabinet 
to sign the articles of peace. 

The Star adds that at the last moment 
it learns that Spain has eéxpressed its 
readiness to cede to Germany the Vizcaya 
islands, Sama, Leit, Mindora and Paragua, 
provided Germany will guarantee to Spain 
the possession of Mindanao and the Caro- 
lines, in which case Spain will abandon 
Luzon to the United States, 


Peace Will Follow. 

London, July 13.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of The Daily Telegraph, after quoting 
an abstraction of El Pooa that the fall 
of Santiago de Cuba isithe government's 
most ardent desire, says: 

“If General Blanco and the army insist 
on continuing the war, I am informed 
on the best conceivable authority that 
Senor Sagasta will resign and a mfnistry, 
including Senor Romero y Roediedo and 
General Weyler, will be constituted. 

‘“‘My private belief is that on the fall 
of Santiago the peace negotiations, which 
bave already been formally begun, will 
become official. The pope has telegraphed 
the queen regent strongly advising her to 
solicit peace and explaining the grounds 
of his advice. It is reported that the 
French coloney at Malaga has petitioned 
the French government to protest against 
an American mobardment of that Spanish 
city.”’ 


ANGLO-AMERICAN FRIENDSHIP. 


Representative Gathering of Leaaing 
British Public Men. 


Lirdon, July 13.—The inavgura] meet- 
ing of the Anglo-American meeting was 
held this afternoon at.

It is not doubted that Generab Shafter has done all that ts possible to prevent 
close communication between the soldiers ahd the refugees for sanitary reasons. 
He attempted to help the poor to the extent of his power and he has been 
obliged to make use of the quartermaster’s department to de¥ver supplies to them, 
thus resulting t he fourteen cases reported found their ori- 
gin, as the latest dispatches say that nine of the cases were among the quarter- 
master’s employees amd five among the refugees. 


The Isolation of the Sick. 


The cases are regarded as mild cases of yellow fever. The promptness with 
which the sick men have been collected and thorough precautions adopted to se- 
cure for them the best nursing and medicine, comb'ned with the improved methods 
of treatment of fever that have been developed by the United States marine hos- 
pital service and adopted by the army, would seem to warrant the confidence ex- 
pressed by medical officers here of the ability of the surgeons with General Shaf- 
ter to control these suspicious cases and prevent an extension of the fever. The 
presence in the camp of Dr. John Guiteras, of the University of Pennsylvania, one 
of the most famous yellow fever experts in the world, is an additional source of 
reason in the confidence in-the proper management of the situation. 

According to the best information obtainable by the navy department, there has 
been no sigh of contagious diseases among any of the vessels of Sampson's fleet 
nor among the marines at Guantanamo, the first of the American force to land in 
Cuba. The exemption of the latter from disease, although they have been camped 
out in the tropics for over a month, is undoubtedly attributable to the skill 
of the marin¢s’ medical officers in warding off contagious diseases. 


The Cabinet [leeting. 


It was néarly 2 o'clock when the war conference at the white house was broken 
up. Members of the cabinet when questioned as to the purpose of the meeting, 
said that it was called to discuss the general situation in Santiago. Several cable- 
grams had been received from Generals Miles and Shafter, and wirile they were not 
at all alarming, they showed that the situation is unsatisfactory. Rain has fallen 
almost incessantly during the last several days, making the. condition of our 
forces extremely unpleasant and adding materially to the distress of the sick and 
wounded. Some suspected cases of yellow fever have appeared among our troops, 
but they have been promptly isolated, and it is not thought that there is any great 
danger of the disease spreauing. It is belleved that yellow fever also prevails to a 
slight extent in the city of Santiago. Under these circumstances, the president 
asked for a conference of the members of his cabinet and the war buard, with a 
view to reaching some conclusion as to what should be done. General Miles in a 
telegram stated that the Spaniards have several times sent in flags of truce ask- 
ing for reconsideration of their terms for capttulation, but so far have refused to 
consider unconditional surrender, which has been demanded by General Shafter. It 
is known that the president and his advisers have about come te the conclusion 
that the enemy has no intention of acceding to our terms, and that the repeated 
hoisting of the flag of truce is done with the single purpose of delaying a decisive 
cngagement, It is believed that at tedy’s conference it was fully dec-ded that or- 
d2rs should be sent to Gen*rals Miles ar.d Shafter to make a general assault on the 
enemy's works as soon as the weather permitted. It is well understood that this 
assault must necessarily cost many lives, and it seems equally certain that to keep 
ithe men much longer in the frenches under present weather condition would be 
almost as disastrous to our forces as a feneral engagement. It is also believed 
that unless there is a very material im provement. in the climatic condition the fal) 
of Santiago and the surrender of the Spanish army will close the campaign against 
Cuba until the rainy season shall have passed. Whether this will involve the re- 
turn of the army to the United States is not now known, but the presumption is 
that with the fall of Santiago the army will be re-embarked on transports and 
sent to the United States, where the troops will remain until October, or even later, 
before making a general movement oon Porto Rico and Havana. In the meantime 
our fleets would maintain « strong blockade of all the important Cuban ports, and 
thus render their occupation much easier than now. | 

It is not taought that this plan has been fully decided upon, and later events 
may make it inadvisable to carry it ont, but it is known to ‘thave been under con- 
sideration. Reports from the front shaw that the fleet off Santiago is almost pow- 
erless to aid the lar&l forces in its assault upon the city. The guns of Morro castle 
it seems cannot be reached by our heavy artillery on account of the elevation, and 
on account of the danger to our fleet it is not deemed advisable to come within 
effective distance of the city, seven or eigint miles beyond. 


Medical Officers Won’t Talk. 


The medical officers of the army decline to make any statement respecting 
the health of the troops at Santiago, especially in response to questiong whether 
fever prevails to any great extent among them. The surgeon general has received 
several dispatches from the chief surgeon in charge of the medical department 
of Shafter’s army, but if they relate to fever he will not say. It is known, howev- 


er, that the surgeon general is engaging the services of immune doctors and nurses 


for work in the hospital. Before the ex pedition to Santiago was made up and sa!l- 
ed from Tampa,-Sternberg had sent a number of these immune, physicians to 
Tampa, and they accempanied General Shafter to Cuba. General Sternberg thinks 
it unwise to discuss questions relating to the health of the troops, as this may 
only give much worry in many cases to their friends at home, 

The war department has made public the following from Genera! Shafter: 


“Adjutant General, Washington.—H eadquarters, Near Santiago, July 13.—Your 
telegram saying no modification of orders allowed just received. Have had an 
interview of an hour and a half with General ‘oral and have extended truce 
until noon tomorrow; told him that his surrender only will be considered and that 
he was without hope of escape and had no right to-contimue the fight. I think it 
made a strong impression on him and hope fvr his surrender; if he refuses I will 
open on him at 12 noon tomorrow with every gun I have and will have the as- 
sistance of the navy, who are ready to bombard with thirteen-inch shells. 

“*SHAFTER.”’ 

Secretary Alger has received the following from General! Miles: 


“Playa del Este, July 13.—Secretary of War: At a meeting between the lines 
at which General Shafter and General Wheeler and Spanish Genera] Toral were 
present the latter claims that he is unable to act without authority of his gov- 
ernment, but has received authority to withdraw and surrender harbor ports, mu- 
nitions of war and ‘eastern portion of Cuba, He urgently reauests until tomorrow 
noon to receive answer from his government, regarding offer of our govern- 
ment to send his forces to Spain, which was granted.

No Arrangements With Florida. 


“No arrangement between the national government and the state of Florida 
has been made,” said Surgeon General Sternberg, of the army, today, “in regard 
to taking the sick from Shafter's army to the ports of that state.” 

The authorities, he said, were s'mp!yv informed that no invalid soldiers would 
be taken there. It never was the intention to bring the men home yia Florida, 
but the two vessels. the Iroquis and the Cherokee, hed left Santiago, each with 
loads of invalids, before orders to the contrary could reach General Shafter. 
Hereafter, so far as at present contemplated, the men on the battlefield will be 
taken to Fortress Monroe and either left there or sent to some’ other general 
hospital for treatment. They would be met at Norfolk by the hospital train, 
which is comfortably fitted for receiving the sick and wounded, without danger 
and with apparent ease.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE CANARIES 


Description of the Islands Which Wat- 


son’s Squadron Will Pay Respects 
to While It Is on the Way 
to the Spanish 
Coast. 


Washington, July 13.—(Special.)—The pres- 
ident has directed the appointment of Rev. 
Sam Small as chaplain for one of the 
regiments of United States volunteers. The 
order was issued by the president in per- 
son, and directs the secretary of war to 
appoint Mr. Small to the first vacancy that 
occurs. As I understand, there is already 
Such a vacancy, the appointment will 
probably come in a few days, 

From the first, ‘Sam’ has wanted to go 
to the front, primarily because he wanted 
to be with the boys; secondarily, because 
he thought the experiences in Cuba would 
be worth the wile, and incidentally be- 
cause he would not be averse to the position 
of chaplain in the regular army. 

It is the universal belief that these regi- 
ments of the United States volunteers will 
be he ones selected to remain in the per- 
manent estabiishmentif there are any ad- 
ditions to that, as everybody believes there 
will be; and it is very probable that the 
Georgian will get all three of his wishes. 
That, ts of course, if the end of the war 
doesn't come too soon. 

The Postal Reforms. 

Congressman Fieming will be kept here 
for some weeks with the works of the com- 
mittee investigating features of the postal 
system. Mr. Fleming is a member of the 
sub-committee, and the burden of the com- 
mittee’s work is to be thrown upon the 
shoulders of that sub-committee. 

The questions involved are many. Prob- 
ably the one of greatest interest, however, 


is that concerning the pay which railroads 


receive for mail transportation. In the de- 
bates before congress, it has been charged 
on both sides of both chambers that the 
railroads are pai exorbitant prices for 
his service. The contracts, it seems, call 
for pay at the same rate thut was given 
years ago, and it is alleged this is out ,or 
proportion to the cost of the same service 
through the express companies. 

Naturally the raiiroads disagree to these 
propositions, however. For sOime reason or 
other, they have been able to hold any 
they have had. Members of 
congress ‘have been inclined to charge the 
responsibility upon the different postmaster 
generals, who, they claim, have had ample 
authority to remedy the evils which existed, 
but have failed to do so. 

This investigation is calculated to bring 
to the surface all of the facts bearing upon 
this question, and upon its work will de- 
pend the future action of congress. Tihere 
is much evidence to support the charge 
that one of the heaviest drains upon the 
country is found tn the exorbitant rates 
paid the railroads for this service, and if 
advance declarations count for anything, 
congress can be expected to make material 
cuts in the future/ 

A Chair and a Story. 

Just before leaving Washington Senator 
Bacon sent down into Virginia a handsome 
wicker chair, in which there is a story. 

“That rocker,’’ said the senator to me as 
the express man took it away, “is connect- 
ed with an incident of thirty years ago. 
In March, 1862, when I was a slip of a 
boy in the confederate army, I was taken 
very ill on the retreat from Centerville, Va. 
As I was too sick to sit on a horse or ride 
in an ambulance, I was left at Mrs. Rixey’s 
house, in Culpeper county. She nursed me 
like a mother through three weeks’ illness. 
I learned the other day through her cousin, 
Congressman Rixey, that she is still alive, 
and I am sending her the chair in memory 
of ‘her kindness. By the way.’ he added, 
‘there was some romance there in two 
pretty girls, Tinnfe Rixey and her cousin, 
Nannie Timberlake. They took charge of 
me after convalescence, They have grown 
up children now, but I remember them very 
tenderly as sixteen-year-old girls with 
whom I galloped over the Virginia hills 
before I returned to my regiment.”’ 

Great Things for the Navy. 

Manila and Santiago have done great 
things for the navy, and the men who are 
part and parcel of it all feel that American 
naval officers are going to cut a much more 
important figure all.over the world than 
they ever have before. They have shown 
the world that ship for ship they are equal 
to the best that floats, and it is natural 
that each of them should feel a personal 
pride in that fact, They all have the su- 
premest confidence in their ability to keep 
the American flag at the top wherever they 
are thrown and against every antagonist, 
and they are anxious to carry tneir prowess 
right home to Europe. 

It is the general guess that the first ob-

| Physical Characteristics. 

The geographical formation of the Ca- 
nary group is most singular and interest- 
ing. It consists ef a continuous series of 
volcanic mountains, which rise in a cir- 
cular form from the coast around a prin- 
cipal crater, which serves as an axis, 

The surface presents a succession of 
mountains and plains, extinct craters and 
fertile walleys. There are no rivers, but 
numerous torrents. 

The shores are generally precipitous, 
with a few coves and sandy beaches. These 
coves or small bays are not deep, and 
are, as a rule, unprotected, and can be used 
for anchorages only during the fine sea- 
son. The best of all the harbors are Luz, 
in the Grand Canar‘a, and Santa Cruz, in 
the island of Teneriffe. 

The climate, though. hot, is generally 
healthy. Wimter is unknown. In October, 
the warmest month, the temperature va- 
ries from 78 degrees to 87 degrees. Novem- 
ber and December are the only rainy 
months. In February the tops of the 
mountains become covered with snow, 
which remains on the most elevated peaks 
for eight months of the year. Below, near 
the coast, the thermometer rarely falls 
below 6 degrees. 

The inhabitants number about 305,000, and 
are mostly Spanish, engaged in grape cul- 
ture and wine making, though not to the 
Same extent as formerly. 

Grand Canaria or Great Canary isiand 
contains about &,000 inthabitants. It is 
the most important of the Canary group, 
in respect to its resources, fisheries and 
products, and above all, for the bay of 
Las Palmas. which is the best in all the 
archipelago. 

The Puerto de la Luz is the one great 
port of the island, and of the archipelago. 
La Luz proper is but a small outskirt of 
the island. 

Las Palmas is in times of peace a city 
of 16.000 inhabitants. The town is easily 
distinguished for a long distance by its 
white walls and by the platform citadel, 
a little to the northward, on San Francisco 
hill. This citadel is an outwork of Fort 
Del Rey, which is nearer the summit of 
the same hill. There are several other 
forts, all strongly defended. 

Las Palmas is a beautiful] city, the houses 
are well built, with terraced roofs and 
balconies and the streets are neat and 
beautifully paved. There is a fine ala. 
meda in the center of the city, and the 
public buildings are numerous, , 

The only other port of importance in the 
Canary Archipelago is Santa Cruz, on the 
northeast coast of the island of Teneriffe. 
It is a tolerably well constructed city of 
18,000 people, clean, well paved, with white 
houses strung along a sandy beach. The 
harbor is quite secure, having a fine mole 
of modern construction jutting far out into 
the sea. 

The place, like Las Palmas, is strongly 
fortified. Both cities are connected by 
cable with Europe and with one another. 

The Talk of Peace. 

Recurring again to the talk of peace, the 
cabinet crisis at Madrid is naturally being 
very ‘closely watched here. It is the gen- 
eral belief that upon this the probability 
of early peace depends to a very jarge ex- 
tent. It is the almest universal belief 
however, that there will be no overtures 
until after another Spanish reverse, either 
at Santiago or Maniia. 

The possible terms are being discussed 
informally. I am told that the one point 
on which the president has not made up 
his mind is whether there shall be de- 
mand for money indemnity. Some of his 
advisers favor such demand as 4a cloak 
under which to cover the retention of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, and thus 
meet the objections of a strong 
element in his own party which is 
opposed to taking these islands. The pres- 
ident’s ‘ifea has been that a money de- 
mand upon Spain, in view of her condition, 
would be almost a farcical performance, 
and he believes in being honest. He favors 
cession of Cuba in trust for the Cubans. 
ahd the retention of all the other Spanish 
possessions which fall into our oands, 
What. however, will be the final formal 
demand, cannot yet be said.

Large Barns Demolished and Horses and 
Mules Killed 


PEOPLE AT NORWOOD LEAVE HOUSES 


And Flee to the Fields for Protection. 
Track of the Storm About Fifty 
Yards Wide—The Wind 
Took a Northerly 
Course. 


Warrenton, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—A 
‘yc'one struck tn the ed&é of town this 
ifternoon at 4:30 o’clock and passed out in 
a@ due north course. A mile out it struck 
the home of Mr. W. E. English, completely 
demelishing his large ‘barn and five otHer 
Outhouses, killing a colored woman, also 
three mules and horses and badly crippling 
four others. 

The track of the storm was not over fifty 
yards wide at this potnt. Nearly every 
inhabitant of the town witnessed the mag- 
nificent yet destructive spectacle as it 
passed on toward Norwood, only four miles 
away. 

The track widened considerably as it 
passed on and terrible destruction must 
have resulted in the northern portion of 
the county. 

Woman Killed at Norwood. 

Norwood, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—A cy- 
Clone struck the eastern suburbs of Nor- 
wood this evening, blew down the negro 
schoolhouse and a negro outhouse on Mr. 
N. J. Bowen's place. Huge trees were 
torn up by the roots and fence rails were 
Scattered far and near. 

Two negro women were in the house on 
Mr, Bowen's place, but escaped with slight 
injuries. 

Three miles south of Norwood it struck 
Mr. English’s place and blew down his 
large barn on seven head of mules and 
horses, killing and wounding all but two; 
tore down the cook’s house near his dwell- 
ing and killed his cook, Cora Jordan, col- 
ored; chimneys were blown off the dwell- 
ing.and the windows on one side were 
knocked out; carriage house, corn crib and 
two other houses were demolished, or- 
chards were ruined. The damage to crops 
Was heavy. 

At this place the cyclone could be easily 
seen and caused a regular stampede. Mer- 
‘chants left their stores, people their dwell- 
“ings and sought refuge in corn patches 
near by. + hae 


FATAL EXPLOSION IN RACINE. 


Big Iron Works Blown Up and Several 
Persons Killed. 

Racine, Wis., July 13.—At 3:30 o’clock this 
afternoon an explosion occurred in the ja- 
panning room of the Racine Malleable 
and Wrought Iron works, and in an instant 
the large building, which is a three-story 
brick structure, covering half a block, was 
in flames. “ spark had set fire to the large 
baim belonging to James Nelson two blocks 
away. Many houses and barns have caugiht 
from the embers. 

ihe employees of the Fish Wagon works 
are fghting to save their building. Six hun- 
dred men were at work at the time and 
many of them jumped from the second 
story window. It is reported that twenty 
men are buried in the ruins. 

George Case jumped from a third story 
window and fractured his skull. He will 
d'e. The fiames spread and the firemen 
were powerless. It is impossible to tell the 
extent of the damage or where the fire 
will stop. 

The fire was under control at 5 o’clock. 
The loss will exceed $100,000. Two hundred 
amd seventy-five of the 280 men have been 
accounted for.

Disband Their Organization. 

Savannah, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—Lieu- 
tenant F. W. Greenleaf, of the Port Royal 
naval station, arrived in Savannah this 
morning for the purpose of enlisting all of 
the Georgia naval reserves who desire to 
go into their country’s service. Strange to 
Say, however, Lieutenant Greenleaf had * 
orders to enlist only individual men, with- 
out regard to officers, and when he made 
this statement to them there was consider- 
able consternation in their ranks. When 
the Georgians learned that they could not 
even go in divisions and would not be ac- 
companied by their officers, they @id not 
want to go at all. , 

They held a meeting at their armory to- 
hight and only seven men out of 120 wanted 
to stand the examination to go into the 
reguiar navy. They were todd to do go. 
Several others will go into the army ser- 
vice and two divisions decided that they 
would not hold any more drills or meetings 
until January 1, 1899. This practically dis- 
bands the naval reserves, so far as Savan- 
nah is concerned, for none of the men will 
re-enlist when their time expires. 

Lieutenant Greenleaf gave the men here 
the first information as to why they were 
never called on before. He told them that 
their services had been tendered only on 
the condition that they be assigned to 
voast duty. The only man by whom this 
tender could have been made, according to 
the men here, was Commander F. D. Aik- 
en, of the First division, who lives in Bruns- 
wick. When the Savannahians learned this 
they were hot all over and one or two of 
the officers said they would like to meet 
Aiken for the purpose of giving him a 
plece of their mind and something a little 
warmer if necessary. 

In addition to this it is charged here that 
the order for the election of officers for 
the Second battalion was issued several 
days ago, and has since been pigeon-hoied 
in Commander Aiken’s desk, in Bruns- 
wick. The Savannah reserves are pretty 
well wrought up over the matter. 

Lieutenant Greenleaf and the naval offi- 
cers who accompany him have orders to go 
from here to Atlanta to enlist men, but 
they have no orders to go to Brunswick, 
and any of the Brunswick men who want 
to enlist will have to come to Savannah.

beans without even bacon. Jerked beef, 
Blanco says, sells for 30 cents a pound, 
bread of poor quality for 50 cents, lard $1, 
meat 75 cents, cornmeal 25 cents, and rice 
50 cents. Sharks’ food is eagerly sougnt 
and the day before Blanco left the city 
one shark caught in Havana harbor sojd 
for $13.50. 

Those of the reconcentrados who have 
sufficient influence with the dispensing 
authorities sometimes contrive to get one 
wretched meal a day, but the others starve 
and it is no uncommon thing, says Blanco, 
to see persons drop dead in the streets. 

Even among the Spaniards starvation is 
rapidly sapping their loyalty and large 
numbers of men are banding together. 
awaiting the first American attack on Ha- 
vana as a signal for revolt. The grocery 
ang provision stores are empty. Only liquor 
is to be had cheaply. 


Work on the Defenses. 


Work on the defenses continues with tire- 
less vigor. Two lines of cable bearing tor- 
pedoes have been strung across the har- 
bor from the city side to Morro castle and 
the same has been done in the bay of 
Mariel, where it was reported in Havana 
American troops are to be landed. Sang 
battery No. 2, east of Havana, has lately 
mounted six-inch guns in the extreme 
eastern side of the battery commanding the 
coast line and a few days ago sent two 
shots at the Mayflower, which has been 
cruising close to the shore, supposedly out 
of range. New masked batteries are also 
being built along the shore. 

Blanco further reported that three weeks 
ago the Spanish seamers Montevideo and 
Santo Domingo crept out of the harbor at 
midnight with all lights out and safely got 
through the blockade, The Spanish ships 
now in the harbor he says are the gunboats 
Conde de Venadito, Marques de la En- 
senada, Nueva Eepana, Filippinas and Na- 
nez Pinzon, several of which are unfit for 
service. The guns have been removed from 
the cruiser Alfonso ang used for shore hbat- 
teries and the cruiser has been converted 
into a hospital ship. There are also in the 
harbor a mumber of smaller warships of 
the nature of converted yachts, including 
the Flecha, Aguila, Magalanos and two 
others. All of these vessels, except the 
Alfonzo XII, are always ready to move on 
short notice. The merchant steamers Jo- 
sefa, Adola and Maria Herrera are also in 
the harbor. 


Blanco Is Now Btiff. 


London, July 13.—A special dispatch from 
Madrid, received this afternoon, says Cap- 
tain General Blanco has replied to the 
Spanish government's reiterated represen- 
tations in regard to peace, by energetically 
protesting against the idea of peace. The 
captain general says the report that the 
government has resolved to negotiate with 
the United States government has had a 
deplorable effect, especially among the 
troops. He adds that.a deputation of offi- 
cers chosen by the army had begged him 
to convey to the government their protests. 
against any proposition for peace, claiming 
that nothing can justify a cessation of hos- 
tilities at present. 

Continuing, General Blanco says: ‘‘The 
army has only just come into action and 
thus far cannot be said to have suffered 
a reverse, although opposed numerically to 
a far stronger force. That capitulation de- 
clares that so long as it is not conclusively 
proven that the troops are incapable of 
successfully defending Cuba, Spafn cannot 
treat for peace without dishonoring her 
army to the eyes of the world. The Cuban 
volunteers are even more violent oppo- 
nents of peace. They declare they will 
not recognize any agreement concluded 
under the present conditions and that even 
deserted by Spain, they will continue the 
war themselves.”

This Will Put an End to the Great 
bone of Baptist Contention, — 


HELD THE CHAIR OF HISTORY 


ln the Souther Baptist Theslogica 
Seminary In Louisville 


WROTE MUCH ABOUT IMMERSION 


Declared That for a Time It Fell Into 
Abeyance—This Aroused the Ire 
of His Coreligionists, Who 
Would Listen to No 
Explanation. 


Louisville, Ky., July 13.—Dr. William H. 
Whitsitt has resigned the presidency of 
the Southern Baptist Theological seminary 
in the hope of putting an eng to the con- 
troversy between his friends in his oppo- 
nents, growing out of certain publications, 
in which he expressed views on a point 
of church history in which many mem- 
bers of his church did not agree with 
nim. The resignation was conveyed in 
the following telegram sent today: 

“To Hon. Joshua Levering, President of 
the Boeord of Trustees Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, Baltimore—I hereby 
resign my office as president of the South- 
eru Baptist Theological seminary and pro- 
fessur of church history, to take effect at 
the close of the session of 1898-9. 

“WILLIAM H. WHITSITT.” 

Dr. Whitsitt’s resignaticn cannot be 
acted on until the next regular meeting 
of the trustees, which will be in May) 
18989, when the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion meets in Louisville. 

The agitation against Dr. Whitsitt has 
now been going on for more than two 
years. It began soon after the appear- 
ance Of a small monograph written by 
him on the subject of the practice of 
immersion by early English Baptists. He 
took the position that for a certain brief 
perlod immersion was not practiced by 
the early English church. An article which 
he contributed to Johnson’s Encyclopae- 
dia also gave material to his critics. A 
brisk controversy as to the accuracy of 
his views soon took on more or less of 
&@ partisan and personal character. Much 
bad feeling seemed to be engendered, and 
each side addeq fuel to the flames by ac- 
cusing the other side of resorting to un- 
fair tactics, including even falsehood and 
forgery. 

The matter was twice before ‘the trus- 
tees of the seminary and before the South- 
ern Baptist convention. On beth occasions 
the friends of Mr. Whitsitt triumphed. 
Although the controversy had not up to 
this time injured the seminary, some of 
the friends of the institution, including se 
eral members of the faculty, who hav 
heretofore stood by Dr. Whitsitt, began to 
take alarm. They did not want to share 
the responsibility for continuing a fight 
that seemed endless; that had already cre- 
ated so many alienations in the demnomi- 
nations and was likely to create more. 
They also feared the effect of such deter- 
mined hostility to the seminary. They, 
therefore, adviseq him to resign, and after 
consultation with his friends he did so. 
Dr. Whitsitt has been connected with the 
seminary for many years. He has occu- 
pied the chair of church history and ranks 
among the most eminent authorities on 
that subject. The agitation has been most 
distasteful to him and his friends declare 
he is greatly relieved at having reached a 
point where he believes a sufficient vindi- 
cation has been given him to step out.

Better Public Roads Needed. 

Some well-informed authority on the 
subject of public roads states 
that there are 1,500,000 miles of pub- 
lic roads in the United States, over 
which the aggregate amount of 500,- 
000,000 tons of freight is hauled an- 
nually. 

Estimating the average distance over 
which freight is thus hauled from the 
farm to the depot at eight miles, it is 
ficured that the total cost of hauling 
freight annually over the public roads 
in the United States is $1,000,000,000, or 
$2 per ton. 

With uniformly good public roads it 
is claimed that the cost of hauling freight 
from the farm to the depot ought not 
to be more than $400,000,000, or $600,- 
000,000 less than what it is at present. 
This difference is strongly emphasized 
by the authority from whom we quote 
when he states that it is equivalent to 
the yearly interest on $20,000,000,000 of 
3 percent government bonds, and adds 
that with only one-half of this almost 
inconceivably vast amount every public 
road in the United States could be 
rebuilt. 

There is-food for serious thought in 
the figures which are thus given. Public 
roads are the arteries of the nation just 
as much as are the railway systems, 
and the prosperity of the nation must 
necessarily depend, in a large measure, 
wpon the manner in which it cares for 
its public roads. One of the greatest 
sources of sirength which the old Ro- 
man empire possessed was derived from 
its magnificent public roads, many of 
which are as well preserved today al- 
most as they were in the time of the 
Caesars. European travelers at the 
present time state that Germany is in- 
debted to her public roads more than 
to anything else for much of the impe- 
rial stability which today belongs to 
her. 

While the penalty of bad public 
roads is visited primarily upon the 
farmer, it affects ultimately every in- 
dustrial, commercial and jagricultural 
{nterest of the nation. In the north and 
east the public roads are in fairly good 
condition, but in the south and west 
they are in extremely bad condition, 
and steps must speedily be taken to 
overcome this evil if either section ex- 
pects to make the most of its possibili- 
ties. 
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Mr, French’s Liberal Gift. 

Our local columns yesterday contained 
the details of the magnificent gift of 
$5,500 made by Mr. \Aaron French, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., to the textile department 
of the Georgia School of Technology. Of 
this handsome sum $2,500 was donated 
in cash unconditionally and $3,000 
was made contingent upon the raising 
of another $3,000 in cash. 

More liberal terms could not be asked 
and there ought to be no difficulty en- 
countered by the trustees of the Georgia 
School of Technology in raising the 
amount necessary to make the entire 
gift of $5,500 available. Since Atlanta 
is to be in large measure the benefi- 
ciary of Mr. French’s liberality, it is 
the plan of the trustees to call upon 
the city for the requisite $3,000, and 
from the outspoken enthusiasm which 
the gift has occasioned, it is likely that 
the amount needed will be readily vot- 
ed by the city authorities. Georgia 
has already contributed generously to 
the orfginal fund, and the trustees feel 
assured that Atlanta will be only too 
giud of an opportunity to show her sub- 
stantial appreciation of the interest 
which Mr. French has taken in one of 
her own institutions by duplicating his 
contingent gift of $3,000.

ation,.if within their power to do so. 
In view of the fact that Mr. French 
is a resilient of Pitsburg, Pa., the phil- 
anthropts impulse which has prompted 
generously with the

an apprentice to a black- 
smith. ‘Whatever seeks to benefit the 
young men of the country, and especial. 
ly of the south, in practical directions 
is sure to enlist the sympathy of this 
lfberal-hearted benefactor. Mr, French 
supplements hie gift to the Georgia 
School of Technology with the state- 
ment that he intends to send ‘his grand- 
son to that institution at the opening 
of the fall session. 

If the desired sum of $3,000 is secured 
by the trustees, making available the 
full sum of $5,500 donated by Mr. 
French, the efficiency of the proposed 
textile department of the Georgia School 
of Technology will be assured beyond 
the least doubt. The measure which 
was passed by the state legislature last 
year appropriated $10,000 contingent up- 
on the rafging of another $10,000, either 
in cash or in mechanical appliances. 
This requirement has been fully met, 
and the trustees have made sure of 
the $10,000 appropriated by the legisla- 
ture by securing $1,600 in cash and $12,- 
000 in mechanical appliances, aggregat- 
ing the handsome sum of $23,600. To 
this must be added the cash donation 
recently made by Mr. French; and if 
the required $3,000 is raised in order 
to secure ‘Mr. French’s contingent dona- 
tion of $3,000 ther 1 be $6,000 more 
to add, making th@Sntire fund aggre- 
gate $32,100. President Lyman Hall 
states that he is still in correspondence 
with leading industrial establishments 
throughout the north and west looking 
toward the procurement of further me- 
chanival appliances, and that he feels 
satisfied that when the proposed textile 
department is opened next fall it will 
represent the equivalent of $35,000. Of 
course, this is small in comparison with 
the value of some of the textile depart- 
ments of the north and east, but it will 
serve the purpose of satisfactorily in- 
augurating what is destined to become 
one of the most important features of 
the Georgia School of Technology. 


Russia’s Ambassador. 

Russia is making strong bids for the 
friendship of the United States. © She 
dreads the possibility of the so-called 
Anglo-Saxon alliance on account of the 
effect which it would inevitably have 
upon her plans, and she is doing every- 
thing in her power to keep it from com- 
ing to pass. She is hardly so rash 
as to meditate an alliance with the Unit- 
ed States herself, but nothing would 
suit ‘her purposes better. 

That she is bent upon cultivating 
more closely the good will of the Unit- 
ed States is evident from the fact that 
she has recently ‘made up her mind 
that her intere_is on this side of the 
Atlantic require the services of an am- 
barsador instead of an ordinary charge 
d'affaires. In accordance with this de- 
cision she has sent over to the United 
States within the past few, weeks her 
most distinguished diplomat, Count de 
Cassini, who has formally taken up iis 
residence in Washington, D. C., in great 
style. On being interviewed by one of 
the newspaper correspondents at the 
capitol last week Count de Cassini used 
this feligitous language: 

Russia is the friend of the United States. 
Hstory is the proof. Look back and you 
will find that we have been your friends 
ever since the beginning of your govern- 
ment, Other nations have been unfavorably 
disposed toward you at one period or an- 
other, but Russia never. Our feeling to- 
ward America today is the same ae it has 
ever been. A few years ago, when there 
was famine in our country, your congress 
sent up a shipload of corn. It did not zo 
very far toward aljleviating the d@istross of 
millions, but it touche@ the nationa] heart. 
We shall never forget it. Yes, Russia has 
always been the friend of America. She 
will always be your friend. Pay no at- 
tention to the rumors which credit us with 
a feeling of antagonism toward the United 
States on account of the war with Spain. 
They are faise—absolutely false. We are 
your friends today as much as ever. 

There can be no dissent from the 
statements made by Count de. Cassini 
in the foregoing paragraph. Russia has 
always been friendly in her attitude to- 
ward the United States even when 
other Huropean powers have been re- 
served or lukewarm, and we are bound 
to respect her good will. Still we can- 
net feel as closely drawn toward her as 
we do toward Great Britain; but even 
with respect to Great Britain it is 
doubtful if our relations will ever be 
more than those of cordial esteem, 
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The Spanish are now roundly abusing 
Cervera, who is one of the bravest and 
most gentlemanly officers to be found 
among that people.

CENTRAL STATION TO BE AT JAMAICA 


Result Will Be That the Gulf Storms 
Will Be Forecasted in Time To 
Provide Against Them. 


Washington, July 13.—The most radical 
extension of the weather service yet made 
will be by the establishment of a com- 
plete station on the Caribbean sea, for the 
benefit of all nations whose interests lie 
in that region. Between ten and twelve 
new stations will be organized, and the

man the stations will be dispatched to the 
field in a few days. 

The following have been 
these important posts: : 

In charge—Professors Park Morrill, of 
the weather bureau, Washington, and W. 
B. Stockman, of the Cleveland, O., office. 

Local officials—Franklin O. Tingley, of 
Indiana; John W, Towers, of this city; 
Thomas Crawford, of Jacksonville, Fia.; 
Frank A. Davis, of Philadelphia; Louis 
Dorman, of Pittsburg, and John M, Byker,

Of Galveston. The others have not been 


finally selected. All are to be traimed ob- 
servers and expert weather sharps, and 
are to be taken exclusively from the pres- 
ent service. 

Headquarters in Jamaica. 

While under the general supervision of 
Chief Moore, of the weather bureau, there 
will be a central station located, probably, 
at Kingstom, Jamaica, but possibly at 
Santiago or Guantanamo, Cuba, instead, 
which will constitute th} headquarters, 
and Messrs. Morrill amd Stockman will 
be in direct control. There are three sta- 
tions now in cperation, Havana, with which 
weather warnings are even now exchanged 
every day-+between the two countries, sur- 
prising as it may seem, and Kingston and 
St. Thomas. The location of the new sta- 
tions is contemplated to include Barran- 
quilla, Columbia, St. Kitts ¢southeast of 
St. Thomas), Trinidad, Curacao, Marti- 
nique, San Domingo and the Barbadoes. 
There will be several stations on the north 
coast of South America. It has been found 
that tornadoes, which are especially to be 
looked for, beginning around the equator, 
frequently either cut a slice off the corner 
of South America in their progress north, 
or cut Over past the Windwards; in case 
they take either direct on the earlicst in- 
formation will be securcg by the new ser- 
vice and rushed ahead with a gain of many 
hours over the relativeiy slow-mov ng 
storms, whose course of invason in the 
next twenty-four hours could be easily de- 
tined In quick telegraphic warnings. Reports 
for casts and warnings will be regularly 
issued from all these sattions through the 
centrai station to the bureayw in Wash- 
ington, and thence wired from there gén- 
erally and vice versa. 

What it Means. : 

Those in charge of the central office, 
sceing the premature symptoms of a tor- 
nado about the Barbadoes of Trinidad, in 
such contingencies wil] be empowered to 
order the observers at the points involved 
to send reports at intervals of two hours 
or so for the benefit of the commercial 
interesis.I'ne object of this sweeping ex- 
tension of the weather system is to eather 
regular observations to make weather 
charis of that region, locate storms and 
make and spread forecasts and warnings 
not for the United States alone, but for 
all nations in that yuarter of the globe, 
the weather authorities explaining tnat 
the service is aimed at the future great 
commerce expected to be buist up there. 
The work will effect a complete chain of 
agencies for weather intelligence, that 
embraces the entire section trom Central 
America east to the Caribbean islands, 
and from the southern coast of North 
America to the north coast of South Amer- 
ica. It will begun at the earliest pfracti- 
eable moment, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson and Chief Moore, of the bureau, 
having in view the frequency of tornadoes 
there in August.

Cavalry Division, Neat Savilla, Cuba.—Dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours the advance 
guard of the army which is marching on 
to Santiago thas maintained its camp here, 
receiving almost constant re-enforcement 
from the troops that have been landed at 
Baiquiri amd Juraguacito and finally over- 
flowing ali the cleared ground in the vicin- 
ity and making a forward movement abso- 
lutely necessary. General Wheeler, with 
Generals Lawton, Young and Chaffee and 
Colonels Wood and Van Horne, left at 
daylight this morning along the trail to the 
westward, and two miles beyond Savilla 
they found camping sp for the entire 
corps on a rise of ground, forming a sort 
of tableiand, that overlooks Santiago and 
gives a good view of the city and the sur- 
roundings. The distance in a straight lime 
between the two is a little over three miles, 
but the marching distance is over eight 
miles, the trail making a long detour to the 
northward and touching a branch road that 
leads to the fortified city of El Caney. 

The plan of campaign has been fully 
mapped out and the entire infantry forces 
under Genetfal Shafter and all the cavalry 
forces under General Wheeler will be 
brought together at the new camping place. 
How long they will stay here has not been 
determined, but I do not think the delay 
will be lomger than is necessary to arm 
and equip the large insurgent army which 
is now at Juraguacito.

They wear clean, white limen uni- 
forms, carry big revolvers, ivory-handled 
machetes and hammocks, blankets, tfatn- 
proof coats and other belongings that make 
life livable in camp. They have ponies and 
mules to ride and they eat the best that 
the land « affords—which. however, is not 
saying much at the present time. They 
maintain excellent discipline, too, but it is 
the master-and-man order, and they seem 
to enjoy the free and easy outdoor life 
they lead. They eat and sleep and drink 
and smoke a good deal and they get in a 
fight once in a while when they stumble 
upon Spaniards who, like themselves were 
mot keeping a sufficiently sharp lookout 
They are robustly patriotic and they seem

If Garcia’s men 
are like them they can be used to great 
advantage in scattered groups ahead of the 
Americans. who know how to fight, but 
who find difficulty in keeping up with the 
Spanish line in so unfamiliar a country. 


Another curious incident of the present 
situation is that four of the Cubans here 
are lieutenant generals, ranking both 
Shafter and Wheeler. Two of them, Gar- 
cia and Capote, are veterans of the ten 
years’ war, and the other two are products 
of this one. With them are any number of 
brigadier generals, and at a conference 
held in Castillo’s house yesterday after- 
noon, there were nearly a hundred officers

Captain Allyn Capron-and Sergeant Ham-' 
ilton Fish, Jr., of the Rough Riders, were 
buried yesterday in a little graveyard just 
back of the railroad, and inclosed in a 
beautiful grove of palm trees. Their 
bodies were brought down the trail on 
caissons and as they passed through the 
camp of the Seventy-first New York volun- 
feers holding the hill back of the town, 
every soldier stood up, silent and hatless, 
until the solemn procession passed, / Cap- 
tain Capron’s father, who is a captain of 
artillery, personally superintended the fun- 
eral arrangements, and they were all 
that a soldier ever gets. Tpe chapla‘n 
read the service, and said a word or two 
about the uncertainty of life. Six privates 
detailed for the purpose, lowered the rough 
coffins into the open graves, and threw 
into them some of the brown sand piled 
all around. 

Then two companies of cavalry lined up 
beside them, threw their carbines to their 
shoulders and fired a volley across the re- 
mains of these who had a ‘day before been 
their officers and friends. 

Not many people attended the ceremony. 
The disposition in camp is not to pay 
much attention to funerals, because every 
man knows that he may follow poor Cap- 
ron and Fish into the palm grove at any 
moment. The heavy loss that resulted 
from our first gncounter with the enemy 
has not affected the several commands 
who stayed at Juraguacito and waiched 
the wounded carried in—they go steadily 
ab@ut thelr work and do not talk much 
about it.

Acting under the imperative orders of 
General Wheeler the commissary depart- 
ment is working night and day at Juragua- 
cito to get supplies on shore so that the 
men can be given their field rations, of 
which they have been in need now for 
twenty-four hours. At noon a pack train 
half a mile long, in charge of Major W. 
Creighton Webb, of General Shafter’e staff, 
started out on the trail and should reach 
here before dark. When I was down at 
the coast yesterday not only provisions 
were coming in as rapidly as possible, but 
the trenching tools had been put on shore. 
Stacks upon stacks of spades, picks, axes, 
scythes, shovels and hoes were piled up on 
the sandy beach just beyond the reach of 
the breaking surf and near by were stand- 
ing the heavy pieces of siege artillery. 
When our forward march is resumed these 
ugly weapons will have the honor of lead- 
ing the way.

“Visitors will come to Atlanta this 
time,” said Captain English, “who have 
never been to the city before. They will 
be perfect strangers and will be easy vic- 
tims for the professional sharks that fol- 
low big crowds, It is the duty of the city 
to see that our guests are protected. On 
account of the necessary presence of po- 
licemen in the city, it will be impossible 
for them to be at the park and I urge 
and also make a motion that ten or twelve 
competent men be selected apd employed 
by the association, who will be clothed 
With police authority and whose duty it 
shall be to patrol the auditorium, the mess 
hall and the’ sleeping quarters at the 
grounds every night so long as the vete- 
fang are here. 

“When William J. Bryan was here a 
short time ago, the police had al) they 
could do to watch for*thieves, footpads 
and cut-throats.

Newnan, Ga., July .13.—(Special.)—-On ac- 
count of the inclemency of the weather 
today, the programme for the entertain- 
ment of the press visitors had to be par- 
tially abandoned. The drizzling rain of the 
morning was so disagreeable that the car- 
riage drive to the different points of in- 
terest and over the city could not be un- 
dertaken. The same cause, together with 
the illness of Colonel H. C. Fisher, which 
forbade his leaving his room, necessarily 
destroyed all hopes of his entertaining the 
association at a 'cue today at noon, as he 
had prepared to do. Tihe R, D. Cole Manu- 
facturing Company received the molders 
of public opinion in their offices this morn- 
ing and invited them to make an inspection 
of the shops. No other institution of the 
city attracted quite so much attention as 
the Central Baptist church, looming up 
conspicuously in,full view from the public 
Square. Notwithstanding the fact that a 
Slight rain began falling about the time 
the party was in readiness to partake of 
the barbecue at the park last evening, it did 
not seriously interfere with the pleasure of 
the occasion. The dancing continued until 
the night passenger train, at 10:30 o'clock, 
picked up the crowd and landed them back 
in Newnan.

The jury was out less than an 
hour and returned a verdict of guilty. 

A motion for a new trial has been made 
in the case and it will be passed upon by 
Judge Sweat as soon as the record is made 
up. 
An argument was made between counsel 
for the prosecution and the attorney rep~- 
resenting D. H. Moody, who was jointly 
indicted with Carter, by which a verdict 
of guilty was rendered against Moody, with 
the understanding. that if the supreme 
court should reverse the judgment of the 
lower court in the Carter case, Moody 
will be given a new trial. 

The indictment as against F. B. Herring- 
ton was nol prossed. It will be remembered 
that Herrington turned state’s evidence 
against the other defendants. They testified 
that the knew nothing about the burning 
of the warehouse. 

The case against Dr. Jim Moody was 
continued for the term, no disposition being 
made of it. 

This case thas attracted widespread at- 
tention. It is probably one of the cleverest 
pieces of detective work ever done in this 
state. Detective J. W. Connolly, with 
almost no clew to begin with, traced the 
station goods and the defendant, Carter, 
from Brentwood, the scene of the crime, 
to south Florida, where. the goods were 
recovered and Carter was arrested.

BY NEXT SATURDAY 


The Companies Will Be Brought To- 
gether in Tampa. 


WILL ‘PROBABLY GO TO CUBA 


Will Form Part of the Next Army of 
Invasion. . 


VOLUNTEERS TO BE AT FORT M’PHERSON 


They Have Been Ordered Here and 
Will Probably Arrive Before the 
Fifth Regiment Leaves. 

A yesterday morning the Fifth regiment 

of infantry, Lieutenant Colonel Henry 
B. Freeman commanding, has been ofr- 
dered to report at Tampa. The regiment 
will be attached to the First brigade, Gen- 
eral Schwan commanding, and it is under- 
stood that the command will go at once 


to Cuba, forming a portion of the next 


army of invasion. 

Every department of the regiment will 
leave Fort McPherson and the recruits will 
be left in the hands of two companies of 
North Carolina volunteers. It is not known 
whether the department will continue Fort 
McPherson as a training school for recruits 
or not, but no order contrary to this has 
been issued, and it is understood that it is 
the intention of the government to allow 
the North Carolina volunteers a chance to 
show what they can do in this direction. 

The following official order was issued 
yesterday morning from the department of 
of the gulf in regard to the movement of 
the Fifth regiment from Fort McPherson: 

‘In compliance with telegraphic instruc- 
tions of the 12th instant from the war de- 
partment, the Fifth United States infantry 
is relieved from duty at the different sta- 
tions in this department, to take effect up- 
on arrival of volunteer troops at the re- 
spective posts, and will then proceed by 
rail to Tampa, Fila., to report to the com- 
manding general United States forces at 
that point for assignment to the First 
brigade (Schwan’s), Second d‘.ision, Fourth 
army corps. The necessary transportation 
will be provided under direction of the 
chief quartermaster ci the department."’ 

The companies cf the regiment which 
are now at points on the coast of Georgia 
and Florida, from Tybee island to Dry 
Tortugas, will not be brought to this city 
before they are sent to Tampa. 

The action of the war department in des- 
ignating the fifth regiment to go with 
the next army of invasion will be no sur- 
prise to army officers. The regiment has 
been known for years as the “Fighting 
Fifth,’ d this is not a fancy appellation, 
but was aCquired by hard and desperate 
fighting on\the field in the Indian cam- 
paigns. 5 

The regiment was at one time command- 
ed by General Nelson A. Miles, and he has 
always been favorable to the requests of 
the officers and men of the regiment, al- 
tholugh he is not acquainted personally with 
some of them. It was known that the pow- 
ers were at work and consequently when 
the order came instructing the officers to 
prepare for Geparture at once little sur- 
prise was evinced.

MAY NOT GO TODAY 


Furloughs Granted by Department Have 
Not Beon Received. 


THEY MAY ARRIVE: TODAY 


All the Officers Except Captains Ducat 
and Bigelow Will Go Home. 


COL. C. A. WICKOFF’S DEATH VERIFIED 


Lieutenant W. H. Hassell Says His 
Body Was Found in Underbrush 
Twelve Hours After Battle. 

[J officers now at Fort McPherson who 

were wounded in the Santiago fight 
of July ist arrive An the early mail today, 
it is not probable that they will be able 
to leave today, as they expected to do. 

As soon as the officers set foot on Amer- 
ican soil they sent in applications to the 
war department for leaves of absence, and 
Tuesday morning telegrams were received 
from the department announcing that all 
leaves had been granted and would be 
mailed at once. It was thought that they 
would arrive yesterday morning, but they 
dig not, and after several hours of im- 
patient waiting it was found that they 
had not arrived on the afternoon mail. 

The officers were in readiness to leave, 
and there was much disappointment that 
the expected papers did not arrive. The 
only two officers who will be detained at 
the hospital at Fort McPherson for the 
present are Captain John B'gelow, Jr., of 
the Tenth cavalry, whose home is in High- 
lands, New York city, and Captain A. O. 
Ducat, of the Twenty-fourth infantry, 
whose home is in Salt Lake City. 

Captain Bigelow, in addition to battling 
with a high fever, is wounded in the thigh 
and the calf of his leg: a finger of his left 
hand is shot and a Spanish bullet grazed 
his right shoulder blade. None of these 
wounds dre serious, but all are painful. 
The fever, which is at present causing his 
detention in the hospital at Fort McPher- 
gon, was, it is thought, superinduced by 
the climate of Cuba, and it is pronounced 
malaria. 

Captain Bigelow was in a hospital ward 
and coulq not be seen. He is one of the 
best authorities, it is said, in the army, 
and has written several books on the 
subject of the arms which have attracted 
eonsiderable attention in military circles. 

Captain Ducat is suffering from the ef- 
fects of a shot in his thighs, one ball 
having pierced both his thighs. His wounds 
are painful, but not dangerous and the 
physicians consider it unwise for h'm to 
attempt further travel until he is stronger. 
He spent the afternoon yesterday on the 
piazza of the hospital. 

Concerning the death of Colonel! C. A. 
Wickoff, of the Twenty-second,’ which has 
béen doubted by some who knew him, it is 
stated by Lieutenant Wassell, of the 
Twenty-second, that he is undoubtedly 
dead, and that his body was found twelve

IS ON FLAGSHIP BROOKLYN 


Wrote One Letter Just Before Battle 
and Another Afterwards, 


MEN WERE ON DRESS PARADE SUNDAY 


Order Suddenly Came for ‘Clear Ship 
for Action” and Every Man 
he Was at His Post. 


Naval Cadet Howell Woodward, of At- 
lanta, a relative of Commodore Schley, now 
on the flagship Brooklyn with Commodore 
Schley, has written two interesting letters 


' from the front. Cadet Woodward has writ- 


ten to his mother, Mrs. Park Woodwarid, 
of this city, of the stirring events in front 
of Santiago de Cuba just before the great 
naval battle of July 3d, when the land forts 
were being bombarded, and another letter 
telling of the engagement with the Span- 
written just after the engage- 
ment. 

The accounts are in contrast and tell of 
the feelings of the men on the ships before 


_ the Spaniards were demolished and after- 
»-wards, The minute details are very inter- 


oa. and tol4 as only one who was near 
the scene could relate the occurrence of the 
fight. 

He tells of the accurate shooting of the 
Oregon, when it tore with a single shell the 
Spanish flag from the topmost point of 
Morro castle, and how the same shell 
plowed through the walls of the almost 
impregnable fortress. He says the aim of 
the Spaniards is very poor and vey few of 
the shells strike the American ships. 

He says that smoke was seen coming 
from the inner harbor of Santiago the af- 
eernoon before the morning that Cervera’s 
fleet came out of the harbor, and that at 
the time something was thought to be 
g0img on of very grave importance. 

His vivid description of the running fight 
of Sunday morning shows the great excite- 
ment that the fleet was under and the cool- 
ness with which the men at the guns 
pounced the ships of the enemy. He says 
that the Breoklyn was struck many times 
and a large thirteen-inch shell went 
through her sides within twenty feet of 
where he was standing. 

He praises Commodore Schiey for his 
magnificent handling of the fleet and gives 
him great credit for the brilliant victory. 
He eaid the Spaniards when captured and 
brotgeht on the American ships shouted 
words of praise to their captors. 

The letters are as follows: 

The Day Before the Naval Engagement 

“Inited States Steamer Brooklyn, Off San- 
tiago de Cuba, July 2, 1898.—My Dear Moth- 
er: Today has been quite a busy one for 
us. We were called to quarters at 5 o'clock 
and the fleet formed a semi-circle about 
the entrance to the harbor and began bom- 
barding. At about the same time the army 
made an advance and as far aS we can 
learn were within three-qurters of a mile 
of the city before evening. The sun had 


--just risen when the first gun was fired 


from the New York. It was the signal 
for the whole fleet. Hardly thad the shell 
left the gun before every ship in the semi- 
circle opened fire upon the forts at the en- 
trapce, and almost as soon. the guns from 
rie began to boom and shot and shell 
whidtied through the ait...1 was on top of 
the starboard turret and could see every- 
thing plainly, the port battery of our ships 
being engaged. The sight was a beautiful 
one and one that I would mot take a for- 
tune for, The whole fleet was seen to be 
puffing smoke, and a quick glance ashore 
showed the terrible effect of our deadly 
aim. Dirt, rocks, guns and fort were seen 
to fly about as our shells reached their 


_ destination, there being uo choice, seeming- 


ly, with the shells. The return shots were 
poorly directed, not one striking a ship. 
several, however, came very near us, four 
passing directly over my head. The pret- 
tiest sight of the morning was when the 
Oregon, by a well directed shell, carried 
away the Spanish flag which was flying 
over Morro. The same shot tore down a 
part of the eastern part of the castle. 
‘The batteries were silenced apparently 
about 9 o'clock and we withdrew, but hard- 
ly had we ceased firing when the forts 
started up again. We went back and re- 
peated our action, not withdrawing again 
until after hoon. After we withdrew the 
second time shots were fired at the Brook- 


Jyn, ome passing over and exploding in the 


water about fifty vards away, the other 
falling short and ricocheting near the stern. 
“About dark another Spanish flag was 
hoisted near Morro castle, the old flag being 
nowhere im the land of the living. 
“During the whole bombardment and up 
to dark smoKe was seen in the harbor, ap- 
parently coming from the bottled up men- 
of-war. They were maneuvering for some 
purpose—what it was we may find out later. 
We are all prepared to give them a hearty 
reception should they dare try to escape. 


We will keep a much brighter lookout 


tonight, fearing some trick of Cervera. 
“Since writing my last letter we have 
all been assigned to our billets, and I 
being the ranking one of the six sent to 
this ship got a very raty billet. At pres- 
ent I am signal officer and also have 
charge of the starboard turret, my turret 
containing two eight-inch guns of the 
most approved style. When Cadet Combs 
arrives, @owever, I will be promoted to 
junior officer of the deck, having the same 
job as the °988 men. I will still be in 
charge of the starboard turret, however. 
Halligan, who stood one in the class of

“Well, my first taste of fire was a very 
‘pleasant one and one’ which very few 
people of my age can have. We are ex- 
pecting more of it soon, and hope to soon 
have a chance at Cervera. The army has 
done excellent. work up to the present, 
but has lost quite a number of men killed 
and wounded. The Spaniards are giving 
way gradually, however, and, as 1 e6aid 
before, our men have an advance picket 
line about three-fourths of a mile east of 
Santiago. 

“We have just learned that some of our 
small gunboats—the Scorpion, Hornet, Hist, 
Manning and Wampatuck—won a victory 
this morning at Manzanillo, a plaee about 
12 miles to the westward. They sunk a 
Spanish gunboat, a transport filled with 
Spanish soldiers, and put a torpedo boat 
out of commiseion. How is this for our 
little fellows? The Spaniards are said to 
have 8,000 men at Manzanillo. 

“I suppose you know from the papers 
that we now have a branch of the post- 
office department established on the island 
of Cuba. We also have cable communi- 
cation with the United States from Guan- 
tanamo, the place which was bombarded 
by a part of the fleet and then occupied 
by marines. 

“Taking everything into consideration, 
we are doing excellent work, both by land 
and sea. Your most devoted son,

The Day After the Engagement. 

“United States Ship Brooklyn, Off Santi- 
argo de Cuba,. July 4, 1898.—My Deaf 
Mother: Today, July 4th, is a glorious day 
for America and will be doubly celebrated, 
especially by the United States navy. We 
met the enemy yesterday and demolished 
them. The morning was bright and we 
had not been rudely awakened for the 
purpose of attending quarters, as had been 
the case for tthe two mornings previous. 
At 9:20 o’clock the word was passed about 
the ship for the men to ‘shift in clean 
white, white hats and shoes’ for general 
muster, which always takes place on the 
first Sunday of the month. At 9:30 o’clock 
assembiy was sounded and every officer 
and man, dressed in clean white, went to 
their places. Muster had hardly begun 
when the executive _ officer, Lieutenant 
Commander Mason, ran forward from the 
quarter deck shouting ‘Clear ship for ac- 
tion.’ In a trice every man was at his 
post and the guns were trained at the en- 
trance of the Harbor, from which the Span- 
ish fleet were issuing. Every man realized 
that there was work ahead. The Spanish 
fleet were trying to escape and we were 
to prevent them vor sink in the attempt. 
The port battery opened fire first, and I be- 
ing in charge of the starboard turret, re- 
mained on top to see the fun. 

“The’ Spaniards continued to come, one 
by one, in the following order: Infanta 
Maria Teresa (flagship), Cristobal Colon, 
Vizeaya and Almirante Oquendo, followed 
by the torpedo boat Gesfroyers Pluton and 
Furor. 

“The Spaniards formed a line quickly 
and s.0od to the westward. The Brooklyn 
being the farthest ship to the westward, 
was fired upon by all four vessels. As the 
New York had left for Guantanamo an 
hour before, the Brooklyn was the flag- 
ship of the fleet, and this was an additional 
reason for being a target for the four Span- 
iards. Another thing—we were the fastest 
vessel, and should any endeavor to es- 
cape, it would be well to have us out of 
the way. Considering all these points the 
Spaniards determined to sink us, but we 
are gtill afloat—the finest vessel on the seas 
today. We hiave, ag a result of the scrap, 
holes all through us, fifty shells having left 
their prints on our side. One eleven-inch 
shell went through the ship, about twenty 
feet from where I was, and exploded on 
the berth deck, and although the compart- 
ment was filled with mer, not a soul was 
hurt. 

“Well, to continue with the scrap—the 
four Spaniards being well out of the har- 
bor—the entire fleet jumped on them. Two— 
the Almirante Oquendo and the Maria 
Teresa—were ended up in short order, offi- 
cers and men being killed in large nu 
bers, and shells exploding all around the 
ships. They headed for the beach and pur- 
posely run aground and the surviving. men 
escaped to shore in boats and by swim- 
ming. In the meantime a shot from the 
lowa ended the existence of the Pluton. 
The ghell struck her in the bows and she 
shut up like a knife, diving bows foremost 
into the sea. She has not been seen since. 
The Furor suffered a similar fate, being 
struck amidship by a shell from either the 
Oregon or one of the other battleships. The 
Vizcaya and Cristoba] Colon continued to 
the westward, the former making a stub- 
born fight. Having lost 120 men, however, 
and having one of her magazines exploded 
by a shell from my turret, she also headed 
for the beach, but those who swam ashore 
went to face the rifles of a band of Cu- 
bans that happened to be in the vicinity. 

‘‘The Cristobal Colon steamed on, the 
Brooklyn and Oregon pursuing. A number 
of shells were fired at her for a while, but 
she began to distance us, and the firing 
ceased. Seeing she was likely to escape, 
more boilers were connected up and after 
steam wag sufficiently u pto be used, we 
began to gain. 

“The firing having ceased, some oné ask- 
ed the commodore if he would like to have 
a basin of water. His reply was: ‘No, I 
don’t any water. I want that ship. and I 
will have her if I have to follow her to 
Spain!’ 

“For forty-five miles we continued the 
chase, the Oregon keeping up with us 
pretty well. We continued to gain, ana 
the Spaniard being close to the beach, was 
being closed in upon by the Brooklyn and 
the Oregon. Seeing no way of escape, she 
ran upon the beach and waited for us, 
hauling down her colors as she went 
ashore. We went up to her, every gun 
on the starboard side being trained on 
her. Captain Cook boarded her and got 
her captain, who said he had lost twenty- 
four men by ore shell from the Brooklyn’s 
starboard turret. 

“The New York, having heard” of the 
Scrap between the two navies, came up 
from Guantanamo as soon as she could, 
but reached the scene of action too late to 
fire a gun. She came in in time to cail 
Captain Cook and the Spanish captain 
aboard, however, and being the flagship, 
they had to go. One of the Spanish sailors 
said to one of ours: 

“Bravos Americanos. Espanoles cinquos, 
Americanos*C nos,” the “unos” referring to 
us, 

“Hardly had the surreader been made 
when it was reported to us that the Pelayo 
and the Carlos V, of the Cadiz fleet, had 
arrived in Cuban waters and were near 
Baiquiri. The Brooklyn was geen to meet 
them, but the rumor was found to be 
false, an Austrian man-of-war having been 
taken for a Spaniard. The two ships lay 
side by side and the Austrian captain came 
aboard. We were all ready and willing 
for another scrap and every one was sorry 
when it proved a false rumor. We con- 
tinued on to Santiago, arriving about 10 
o'clock last night. 

“Barly this morning an Englith man-of- 
war came in and the captain came aboard. 
Not having heard of the scrap, he asked 
if we were going to bombard today. When 
told what had happefed he Was amazed, 
and had a right to be, for our victory was 
greater than Dewey's, and Schley will 
without doubt get promotion immediately. 
The Brooklyn received the brunt of the 
fight, had one man killed and one wounded, 
was the only skip struck, captured one 
of the enemy’s véssels, caused the de- 
struction of another and aided in the de- 
struction of two others. For details, see 
dai apers.

Quartermasters Were Not Accustomed

gested that the West Point course should 
i@lude some training in that line. 

Dr. Geddins, of the United States marine 
hospital service, says in this connection: 

“The delays attending the recent trans- 
portation of troops from Tampa by’ trans- 
ports were caused solely by the utter lack 
of ability on the part of army quartermas- 
ters to direct and handle the business of 
their departments, henee these incompe- 
tent officials endeavor to place blame for 
their blunders on the prompt service of the 
Plant railway system that controls the 
Port Tampa docks, which docks, by the 
way, are unequaled in the world for em- 
barking troops. At no other port can thirty 
large transports load simultaneously from 
cars which run direct aside of ships. 

“With due credit to the magnificent mili- 
tary system of the United States army, I 
am free to confess that it sadly lacks abil- 
ity in the quartermaster department. This 
branch of service has not kept pace with 
other advances in military science. Men 
now in this service, Whe may be capable of 
handling old time ox team prairie wagon 
methods are utterly unfitted to cope with 
present transportation systems; hence, the 
importance of replacing them with men 
who have a thorevgh knowledge of up-to- 
date rail transportation, and right here, 
let me call attention of the official board 
of West Point instructors to the impor- 
tance of giving thought to this matter. 

“Clasg instruction in transportation is 
certainly worthy of consideration by the 
management of historic West Point.’

The 
reaction in these was as sharp as in the 
stock list. but there was a large absorption 
at the decline, and an easy rally in most 
cases. The Atchison ddjustments. which 
led in point of activity, were an exception, 
closing near the lowest. Business contin- 
ued very large in the Atchison preferred 
Stock, and its net logs is less than the 
average.

All th.ngs con- 
sidered, we have apout held our own. 

“he winter wheat harvest nas progress- 
ed very satisfactorily, particularly in the 
northern and eastern por.uons of the winter 
wheat belt. In tne western and soutnern 
portions we have had some very neavy 
rains. ree 

While reports are very conflicting as to 
the yield of the winter wineat per acre, 
there seems to be no difference Of opinion 
on one point, and that is this: The crop 
is not turning out in quality anything like 
what it was expected it would on tne 1st 
of June. During the early part of the 
month of June we had numerous reports of 
great growth in the wheat and every indi- 
cation of a bumper crop. With a contin- 
uance of rain followed by hot weatner, 
the wheat was stricken by rust and today 
we are getting the naturai results of such 
condition. 

These results are plainly 
threshing returns so far received from 
Kansas, Missouri and southern __ jlino-s. 
Wiheat is turning out better in Michigan, 
Ohio and Indiana. 

So far we have.had no movement of the 
new crop. This is not surprising at all 
when you take into consideration the fact 
that farmers have had no occasion to sell 
their wheat at present prices. The de- 
mand from millers for new wheat is in- 
creasing daily and I can see no reason 
why good prices will not be paid for all 
tthe first-class milling wheat we have grown 
this season. 

The spring wheat crop has not yet all 
headed out and generally seems to be filling 
in fairly well. They have had some heavy 
rains in the northwest the present week 
and it seems to be generally conceded that 
the crop prospects for spring wheat are not 
quite as favorable as they were ten days 
ago. The next thirty days will be the try- 
ing time upon this crop. 

It is very difficult with the present sur- 
roundings of the corn crop, and at this 
time particuiarly, to make any statement 
which can give a fair, conservative, intel- 
ligent position of this crop. It has had 
everything to contend with from the day 
it was planted. Even in some local areas 
on bottom lands they have been planting 
corn this week. On the other hand, the 
corn varies in height from six tnches to 
four feet. When such uneven; irregular 
conditions are the marked feature of a 
crop it is impossible to say a single word 
as to its outcome.. We have had good 
weather for corn this week. Where it has 
had an even chance it has done well, but 
from the present time until] its maturity 
corn will have to shift for itself. for the 
season is now altogether too late for its 
cultivation. 

The haying season is on, amd as soon as 
that is over the oat harvest will commence. 
which will carry us until the middle of 
August. 

I have as yet said nothing about oats. 
I have to put that down amongst the un- 
even crops of 1898. It is heading out long 
and short and the opinion seems to be that 
it will be a light crop, not only in yield, 
but in quality. This is owing to the ‘very 
heavy rains durimg June.

Pritchard was asked by the directors 
which team he wished to play with, and 
when he stated that he wanted to play 
with the CommissTén Men, the Merchants 
withdrew their claim and hereafter Pritch- 
ard will wear the uniform of the Commis-

This is not the first time that the Commis- 
sion Men and the Merchants have had dis- 
putes over players, and they are both anx- 
ious to beat each other.

No Betting Allowed. 


Despite the fact that the directors have 
done their best to keep the players from 
betting, some of the players and managers, 
to say nothing of the spectators, have bet 
on the games. The directors realize, of 
course, that they cannot keep the men 
from betting on the games, but they are 
determined to keep everyone from betting 
on the grounds, and hereafter those who 
are determined to place their money on 
the. outcome of the game had better get 
it placed before they go out to the ball 
park. The officers at the park will bé@ in- 
structed to eject from the park any person 
seen to make a bet, and if any of the 
players are known to make a bet, they 
wil] be expelled from the league. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were passed at the meet- 
ing yesterday, and each manager gur- 
nished with one for the benefit of the 
players of his club: 

“Gambling and betting of any kind or 
character is positively prohibited, and any 
person, whether manager, player or in 
any other way connected with this league, 
who dire¢tly or indirectly, by himself or 
otherwise, bets or wagers any amount of 
money or anything, on the result of any 
game, or any part of any game, shall be 
dealt with in the following manner: 

‘“tpon information jodged with the pres- 
ident of the commission of the offense, the 
offender shall a yg scarp 
the president, who shall, as soon as p - 
ticable, call a meeting of the board of di- 
rectors, who shall investigate the charges, 
if sustained, the expulsion from the 
league of the offender shall follow. If said 
offender be a manager, it shall also work 
the forfeiture of the club’s bond. 

“Betting upon the grounds of the club 
is prohibited, and any person violating 
this rule, whether connected with the 
league or spectator merely, shal] be eject- 
ed from the grounds instanter, and shall 
not be allowed« to re-enter during the 
progress of the game. A second expulsion 
from the grounds of the same offender shall 
make him obnoxious, and gatekeepers 
ghall be instructed by the president not tv 
admit said offender at another game. 

The league is now in excellent shape, and 
all of the clubs are playing good ball. The 
most intense rivalry exists between the 
clubs, and they are all making a _ strong 
fight for the pennant. So far the Firemen 
and the Southern Shops have the jead, but 
the end is far enough off yet for mise, 
the team to win. and they are all making 
a desperate effort to keep from getting 

hind. 
a NB Saturday between the leaders 
will be one of the most interesting — 
bitterly contested games of the season, ane 
the directors expect an enormous crow 
out to see the game.

Recorder Didn’t Think Deputy Sheriff 
Mills Had a Right To Order 
Them Away. 


The trials of the two white women who 
fought in the Excelsior dye works day be- 
fore yesterday and the two negroes who 
were afterwards arrested on a charge of 
refusing to clear the sidewalk took place 
in the police court yesterday. 

The women were tried at the morning 
session of the court.

The testimony of other wit- 
nesses showed that Mrs. Stoddard went to 
the dye works to see her husband to ac- 
cuse him of paying attention to another 
woman ana@ Mrs. Brooks, Mr. Stoddard’s 
aunt, interfered. The arresting officer de- 
scribed a very lively scrap, in which both 
women had their hair pulled. The recorder 
fined each $1 and costs. 

In the afternoon Arthur Johnson and 
Rev. Andrew Wright, two negroes, were 
tried on a charge of refusing to disperse 
when ordered to do so by an officer. 

Deputy Sheriff Mills was the first of 
about twenty witnesses. He stated that 
Police Commissioner Johnson deputized 
him to clear the sidewalk while the police- 
men were tnside the store looking after the 
fighting women. Arthur Johnson and An- 
drew Wright refused to move and it be- 
Came necessary to strike them both with a 
small biily. 

“I am going to dismiss these cases right 
now, without hearing another witness,” 
said Judge Calhoun, ‘‘for [ think the ne- 
groes had a right to refuse to obey Mills 
when he was not a police officer and had 
neither uniform nor badge.”’ 

‘“T don’t think the cases ought to be 
pressed,” said Deputy Sheriff Mills, ‘I 
merely tried to carry out the orders of a 
police commissioner, who had the right to 
deputize me or any other citizen, and when 
{ saw that Jotinson was about to attack 
me I struck him and afterwards struck 
Wright, who came up and interfered.’’

Say They Are Ready To Confer. with 
Thelr Patrons About Charges. 


THEY AIM TO BE FAIR TO ALL 


The City’s Great Tonnage Shows Other 
Towns Are Not Beating Her. 


ROADS SAY HER TERRITORY JS NOT INVADED 


It Is Impossible To Give One Point 
Any Marked Advantage Over a 
Competitor and Maintain It. 

T entering Atlanta say that the cham- 

ber of commerce will find the trans- 
portation-tompanies always ready to co- 


operate with their patrons in regard to 


rates. 

These traffic officials say that discrimina- 
tion is often more imaginary than real. 
They quote Chattanooga as complaining 
that Atlanta is favored at her expense and 
Atlanta complains that Chattanooga is 
given “Detter *freight rates than she gets, 
while as a matter of fact both get exacily 
the same rates in a great many instances. 
A number of towns complain that they are 
discriminated against in favor of Atlanta 
and there is a case pending in the courts 
now involving this very complaint. 

“While it is true,”” said a railway official 
yesterday, “‘that freight from the east Is 
carried througk Atlanta and Chattanooga 
to Nashville fur a less charge than is 
made to Atlanta or Chattanooga, freight 
is also carried through Griffin and Coving- 
ton and Gainesville and on here for a less 
rate than is charged if the freight is stop- 
ped in those towns. All these things are 
reguiated by competition. The rates are 
constantly being adjusted and the roads in 
making the adjustments always keep in 
mind the interests of the points affected. 

It is the policy of the railway managers 
to build up all their territory, but not to 
give one city an undue advantage over 
another. Suppose Atlanta’s rates were cut 
half in two, she would have a‘great ad- 
vantage over all the other cities in the 
south, provided their rates remained just 
as they are. But as a matter of fact, the 
other cities would insist that their rates 
should be reduced in a corresponding meas- 
ure and, of course. the iines entering Mont- 
gomery for instance, would lower their 
rates to that city. The Louisville and 
Nashville would not sit quiet!ty by and 
allow the roads entering Atlanta to give 
this city such advantages that the mer- 
chants here coulda ake .Montgomery’s trade 
away from her. Nor would the lines en- 
tering Atlanta suffer the roads entering 
Chattanooga to give that city any ma- 
terial advantage over this point. Compare 
what the cities are doing in a trade way 
and we find that Atlanta sells over a wider 
territory than any other city around. We 
are always ready to hear from our patrons 
and so are all the roads. At a meeting of 
the chamber of commerce hela some 
months ago large shippers stated that they 
had never gone to our road with a com- 
plaint about a rate that it was not satis- 
factorily adjusted. 

‘‘Mr. Sindall, who made the investigation 
for the transportation: committee of the 
chamber of commerce, says that Atlanta 
pays relatively higher rates than the cities 
with which she competés,. and he adds that 
Atlanta’s tonnage is equal to that of Chat- 
tanooga, Augusta, Macon, Montgomery and 
Selma combined. Now this being true, At- 
lanta certainiy is not suffering from dis- 
crimination in favor of those cities. If 
they enjoy materially lower rates as a rule 
than Atlanta why don’t they do more 
business than Atlanta does? Even a sma!l 
advantage in the matter of freight rates 
is said to enable a merchant ‘to control a 
territory. These cities surround Atlanta on 
every side, yet they do not control the 
business of the territory. A few years 
ago Atlanta was not so far ahead of these 
other cities in population or wealth. She 
has outgrown all of them and it has al- 
ways been admitted that the great factor 
in Atlanta’s growth was her superior rail- 
road facilities and advantages. 

“If Atianta had the rebilling privilege, 
Macon, Augusta, Montgomery, Chatta- 
nooga and all the other cities would claim 
it, so where would this city be the gainer? 
I know it is said that the climatic condi- 
tions are more favorable for storing flour 
than are the conditions in the other citles 
named, but in this day and generation cli- 
mate does not cut much figure in com- 
meree. Ef have no doubt there are instances 
of discrimination against Atlanta, but we 
are remedying them as fast as we can. I 
am sure it is the policy of the railroads 
entering Atlanta to do all they can for this 
city without being unjust to its neighbors. 
Nor do they propose to permit unjust dis- 
criminations in favor of other cities against 
Atlanta.,”’

No Betting Allowed. 


Despite the fact that the directors have 
done their best to keep the players from 
betting, some of the players and managers, 
to say nothing of the spectators, thhave bet 
on the games. The directors realize, of 
course, that they cannot keep the men 
from betting on the games, but they are 
determined to keep everyone from betting 
on the grounds, and hereafter those who 
ere determined to place their money on 
the, outcome of the game had better get 
it placed before they go out_to the ball 
park.

Recorder Didn’t Think Deputy Sheriff 
Mills Had a Right To Order 
Them Away. 


The trials of the two white women who 


fought in the Excelsior dye works day be- | 


fore yesterday and the two negroes who 
were afterwards arrested on a charge of 
refusing to clear the sidewalk took place 
in the police court yesterday. 

The women were tried at the morning 
session of the court. Mrs, Minnie Stoddard 
and Mrs. Eliza Brooks were both present 
and made statements. They admitted that 
they fought. The testimony of other wit- 
nesses showed that Mrs. Stoddard went to 
the dye works to see her husband to ac- 
cuse him of paying attention to ano:her 
woman and Mrs. Brooks, Mr. Stoddard’s 
aunt, interfered. The arresting officer de- 
scribed a very lively scrap, in which both 
women had their hair pulled. The recorder 
fined each $1 and costs. 

In the afternoon Arthur Johnson and 
Rev. Andrew Wright, two negroes, were 
tried on a charge of refusing to disperse 
when ordered to do so by an officer. 

Deputy Sheriff Mills was the first of 
about twenty witnesses. He stated that 
Police Commissioner Johnson deputized 
him to clear the sidewalk while the police- 
men were inside the store looking after the 
fighting women. Arthur Johnson and An- 
drew Wright refused to move and it be- 
Came necessary to strike them both with a 
small biily. 

“I am going to dismiss these cases right 
now, without hearing another witness,” 
said Judge Calhoun, ‘‘for I think the ne- 
groes had a right to refuse to obey Mills 
when he was not a police officer and had 
ne‘ther uniform nor badge.”’ 

‘Tt don’t think the cases ought to be 
pressed,” said Deputy Sheriff Mills, ‘I 
merely tried to carry out the orders of a 
police commissioner, who had the right to 
deputize me or ariy other citizen, and when 
{[ saw that Jotinson was about to attack 
me I struck him and afterwards struck 
Wright, who came up and interfered.” 

The two nergoes who were turned loose 
were given quite an ovation when they 
left the courtroom. 

Mills said he heard the negroes would 


swear out warrants charging him with as-- 


sault and battery.

Say They Are Ready To Confer: with 
Their Patrons About Charges. 


THEY AIM TO BE FAIR TO ALL 


The City’s Great Tonnage Shows Other 
Towns Are Not Beating Her. 


ROADS SAY HER TERRITORY IS NOT INVADED 


It Is Impossible To Give One Point 
Any Marked Advantage Over a 
Competitor and Maintain It. 

i entering Atlanta say that the cham- 

ber of commerce will find the trans- 
portation-fompanies always ready to co- 


operate with their patrons in regard to 
rates. 

These traffic officials say that discrimina- 
tion is often more imaginary than real. 
They quote Chattanooga as complaining 
that Atlanta is favored at her expense and 
Atlanta complains that Chattanooga is 
given “better *freight rates than she gets, 
while as a matter of fact both get exactly 
the same rates in a great many instances. 
A number of towns complain that they are 
discriminated against in favor of Atlanta 
and there is a case pending in the courts 
now involving this very complaint. 

“While it is true,”’ said a railway official 
yesterday, “that freight from the east is 
carried througk Atlanta and Chattanooga 
to Nashville four a leas charge than is 
made to Atlanta or Chattanooga, freight 
is also carried through Griffin and Coving- 
ton and Gainesville and on here for a less 
rate than is charged if the freight is stop- 
ped in those towns. All these things are 
reguiated by competition. The rates are 
constantly being adjusted and the roads in 
making the adjustments always keep in 
mind the interests of the points affected. 

It is the policy of the railway managers 
to build up all their territory, but not to 
give one city an undue advantage over 
another. Suppose Atlanta’s rates were cut 
half in two, she would have a ‘great ad- 
vantage over all the other cities in the 
south, provided their rates remained just 
as they are. But as a matter of fact, the 
other cities would insist that their rates 
should be reduced in a corresponding meas- 
ure and, of course. the iinés entering Mont- 
gomery for instance, would lower their 
rates to that city. The Louisville and 
Nashville would not sit quiet'y by and 
allow the roads entering-Atlanta to give 
this city such advantages that the mer- 
chants here could ake Montgomery's trade 
away from her. Nor would the lines en- 
tering Atlanta suffer the roads entering 
Chattanooga to give that city any ma- 
terial advantage over this po:nt. Compare 
what the cities are doing in a trade way 
and we find that Atlanta’sells over a wider 
territory than any other city around, We 
are always ready to hear from our patrons 
and so are all the roads. At a meeting of 
the chamber of commerce held some 
months ago large shippers stated that they 
had never gone to our road with a com- 
plaint about a rate that it was not satis- 
factorily adjusted. ; 

‘Mr. Sindall, who made the investigation 
for the transporfation:‘’ committee of the 
chamber of commerce, Says that Atlanta 
pays relatively higher rates than the cities 
with which she competé¢s. and he adds that 
Atlanta’s tonnage is equal to that of Chat- 
tanooga, Augusta, Macdén, Montgomery and 
Selma combined. Now this being true, At- 
lanta certainiy is not suffering from dis- 
crimination in favor of those cities. If 
they enjoy materially lower rates as a rule 
than Atlanta why don’t they do more 
business than Atlanta does? Even a sma!l 
advantage in the matter of freight rates 
is said to enable a merchant ‘to control a 
territory. These cities surround Atlanta on 
every side, yet they do not control the 
business of the territory. A few years 
ago Atlanta was not so far ahead of these 
other cities in population or wealth. She 
has outgrown all of them and it has al- 
ways been admitted that the great factor 
in Atlanta’s growth was her superior rail- 
road facilities and advantages. 

“If Atlanta had the rebilling privilege, 
Macon, Augusta, Montgomery, Chatta- 
nooga and all the other cities would claim 
it, so where wouki this city be the gainer? 
I know it is said that the climatic condi- 
tions are more favorable for storing flour 
than are the conditions in the other cities 
named, but in this day and generation cli- 
mate does not cut much figure in com- 
meree. I have no doubt there are instances 
of discrimination against Atlanta, but we 
are remedying them as fast as we can. I 
am sure it is the policy of the railroads 
entering Atlanta to do all they can for this 
city without being unjust to its neighbors. 
Nor do they propose to permit unjust dis- 
criminations in favor of other cities against 
Atlanta.”’
